One industry in Clearfield which Is 


not depressed by the war is the silk1 
weaving business. Since the begin- 
ning the general business depression 
has been upon the communiy since 
last winter the textile idustry in 
Clearfield and other places has boom- 
ed and gives promise of bigger booms 
in the future.

highly trained experts as well as those 
girls who have become sufficiently ac- 
quainted with the process to instruct 
others.

One industry in Clearfield which Is 


not depressed by the war is the silk1 
weaving business.
